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Dear  Readers: 


For  more  than  14  years  Mr.  Lee  C.  Tarole  of  Marshall,  Illinois  collected 
genealogy.  He  wrote  hundreds  of  letters  to  secure  ■‘'amily  records  and  information. 
H±s  expenses  such  as  stationery,  envelopes,  forms,  postage,  and  ether  items 
incident  to  collecting,  assembling,  and  publishing  this  information  ware  financed 
with  his  cwn  funds.  Many  hours  were  spent  by  him  in  researen  and  organization  of 
thi3  material.  Most  of  the  information  concerning  the  Bean  Family  was  collected 
by  personal  visits  to  friends  and  relatives  who  furnished  inf ormat ion  from  family 
records  or  from  personal  knowledge.  Evenings  and  week-ends  wero  sp^nt  seeking 
persons  who  could  furnisn  facts.  In  some  cases  it  was  necessary  to  make  motor 
trips  as  for  away  as  Michigan  and  Ohio  to  secure  pertinent  data. 

Mr.  Tarble  was  able  to  complete  an  accurate  and  detailed  record  of  many  of 
the  descendants  of  Nicholas  Bean,  his  great,  great  grand  father,  but  ho  did  not 
live  to  see  this  book  completed.  He  passed  away  on  20  February  1961,  aged  62  years. 
It  was  his  desire  to  make  his  material  available  for  otners  to  use  and  enjoy.  I 
will  attempt  to  carry  on  his  work  and  iriake  his  desire  a  reality. 


Genealogy  is  endless  and  therefore  there  will  always  be  information  to  be 
added  to  the  records.  The  material  is  so  organized  as  to  permit  the  addition  of 
information  to  the  text  in  the  form  of  "A  ditional  Information"  to  bo  found  at  the 
end  of  each  major  section. 
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"The  means  of  information  for  a  work  like  this  are  personal  inquiry  and  oral 
communications;  traditions  and  recollections  of  elderly  persons;  family  registers  and 
prfvate  papers;  inscriptions  on  monuments  and  grave  stones;  public  records  and  docu- 

lU.v'-.s - society,  parish,  church,  town,  county,  and  state,  and  of  literary  and  other 

a ' cociations ;  deeds,  wills,  and  other  papers,  relating  to  the  transfer  and  settlement 
of  estates,  usually,  though  not  always,  found  in  the  oifices  of  the  Register  of  Deeds 
and  Register  of  Probate;  correspondence  with  living  individuals;  and  works  and  papers 
i'  manuscript,  or  already  printed.  These  extensive  and  authentic  sources  of  informa¬ 
tion  nave  been  examined;  they  have,  as  far  as  practicable,  been  laid  under  contribu¬ 
tion  for  these  Memorials. 

"It  has  been  found  t!s  t  traditions  relating  to  the  early  history  of  families, 
like  those  relating  to  other  matters,  are  generally  vague  and  uncertain;  and  such  as 
relate  to  the  same  person  or  event,  when  given  by  different  narrators,  do  not  always 
agree.  The  stories  of  elderly  people  should  certainly  be  obtained,  but  t  icy  cannot 
be  depended  upon  alone  as  positive  evidence  of  a  fact,  for  they  are  sometimes  incorrect, 
and  are  useful  only  as  imperfect  indications,  wtiich  may  lead  to  the  truth  by  further 
investigation,  and  by  comparison  with  other  evidence.  A  large  majority  of  families 
and  individuals  leave  no  memorials,  either  uprn  record  or  in  tradition,  that  t.iey  have 
lived;  or,  if  any  be  left,  it  is  too  indistinct  to  identify  their  history,  descent, or 
connections.  Though  family  registers  are  of  obvious  utility  and  importance,  yet  such 
registers  are  made  and  preserved  by  few  families,  and  good  ones  by  still  less  number. 
This  omission  to  perform  a  duty  may  have  arisen  from  tie  want  of  a  proper  method  of 
making  the  entries,  from  negligence,  or  from  other  cause.  It  has  been  an  immemorial 
custom,  where  family  records  are  made  at  all,  to  enter  them  on  blank  leaves,  inserted 
between  tne  two  Testaments  in  the  Bible;  but,  even  in  t  lis  imperfect  form,  they  have 
been  very  much  neglected,  and  comparatively  few  such  records  of  past  generations  now 
exist.  For  the  first  hundred  years  after  the  settlement  of  Now  England  the  public 
registration  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths,  were  more  generally  made  tnan  for  the 
last  nundred  years;  and  though  many  of  the  records  save  been  destroyed  by  accident,  or 
by  the  carelessness  or  negligence  of  those  into  whose  custody  they  wore  placed,  yet 
family  history  can  generally  be  more  fu.ly  obtained  i  ,  tne  earlier  than  in  the  later 
period.  It  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  compile  a  genealogy  from  public  re¬ 
cords  for  the  last  seventy-five  years;  and  future  investigators  wiJ.l  find  this  period 
a  hiatus  difficult  to  get  over.  "An  impassable  gulf  will  yawn  between  those  ancient 
and  modern  times,  spanned  only  by  the  treacherous  and  uncertain  bridge  of  conjecture." 
The  introduction  of  the  now  system  of  registration  within  the  last  ten  years,  if 
faithfully  carried  out,  will  henceforward  obviate  the  difficulty  and  render  the 
history  of  families  originating  hereafter  i.io"e  easily  obtained.  This  measure  will  do 
more  for  genealogy  than  all  others  combined,  sometimes,  v.nen  public  records  exist  in 
the  offices  of  town  clerks  or  in  churches,  they  are  found  to  be  erroneous.  Tueir 
errors  often  arise  from  the  imperf ectness  of  the  information  communicated  to  the 
recorder,  or  from  his  own  carelessness;  at  other  ti:iies,  though  rarely,  from  criminal 
design  either  to  slander  the  dead,  or  to  falsify  statements  regarding  the  living. 
Frequently  deeds  ore  not  publicly  recorded,  notwithstanding  such  record  is  necessary 
to  secure  a  perfect  title  to  the  property.  A  majority  of  estates  are  settle!  without 
the  aid  of  the  probate  Court,  and  of  course  the  papers  relating  ^o  then  are  not 
public,  and  if  preserved  at  all  can  be  found  only  in  private  collections.  Sometimes, 
whan  an  estate  is  entered  for  settlement  in  the  probate  office,  papers  which  are  very 
useful  to  illustrate  some  points  of  a  person’s  history,  or  that  of  his  family,  are 
not  recorded  with  his  will,  nor  with  the  administrator’s  accounts,  but  are  found  in 
the  files  of  the  court.  Tiie  author  has  addressed  letters  to  ev cry  one  of  his  name  in 
the  country,  so  far  as  his  knowledge  extended,  w  nose  history  was  not  previously  known 
to  him,  or  which  was  not  obtained  in  some  other  way.  iron  a  very  large  proportion 
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he  has  received  prompt,  full,  and  accurat  replies.  From  others  he  has  obtained  less 
satisfactory  information.  A  few  have  made  no  ansv.er  at  all,  oven  aft^r  repeated 
solicitation. 

"The  author  of  genealogical  memorials  nas  to  roly  much  upon  tno  assistance  and 
cooperation  of  otners;  and  he  must  take  th_  facts  as  communicated  to  him,  or  as 
presented  upon  the  records.  Manuscripts,  often  badly  written,  have  to  be  deciphered; 
and  all  statements  received  have  to  be  carefully  examined  and  compared  with  each 
other;  and  where  errors  are  discovered  in  oral  or  written  communications  or  tradition 
or  in  town,  church,  or  other  records,  or  when  one  statement  or  authority  conflicts 
with  another,  as  is  often  the  fact,  the  author  is  compelled  to  make  corrections,  or 
to  adopt  that  which  seems  most  probable.  In  copying  dates  mistakes  are  often  made. 

A  correspondent  was  furnished  with  an  abstract  of  the  information  which  he  nad 
communicated  relating  to  his  family;  and  in  return  he  expressed  surprise  at  an  error 
which  he  discovered.  On  examination,  however,  it  was  found  that  the  error  was  his 
own.  He  had  given  the  wrong  date  in  his  first  correspondence.  Another  writes  tnus , 

"I  do  net  know  that  this  information  is  all  correct,  but  I  guess  it  is  near  enough 
for  your  purpose."  !  It  is  believed  that  few  of  our  correspondents  nave  been  of  this 
character.  The  author  has  made  it  a  maxim  of  life,  that  whatever  is  worth  doing  at 
all  is  worth  doing  well;  and  he  always  regrets  to  let  a  w ork  pass  out  of  his  hands 
partly  finished.  The  cases  of  imperfection,  error,  and  wrong  statement  that  have  been 
presented  have  embarrassed  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  v  ry  much  increased  the 
labor  and  expense  of  obtaining,  comparing,  and  classifying  the  facts.  They  are, how¬ 
ever,  not  peculiar  to  this  work,  but  are  presumed  to  be  incidental  generally  to  all 
enterprises  of  this  kind.  Every  printed  book,  too,  is  liable  to  editorial  and  typo¬ 
graphical  errors;  and  these  Memorials  do  not  claim  to  be  exempt  from  this  liability. 
Among  such  a  large  mass  of  figures,  names,  dates,  and  other  facts,  it  would  be 
strange  indeed  if  errors  did  not  sometimes  occur.  It  would,  perhaps,  be  impossible 
to  avoid  them.  Completeness  and  perfection  cannot,  of  course,  be  attained  in  relation 
to  currents  of  life  which  in  some  branches  are  ceasing  to  flow,  or  which  in  others  are 
disclosing  new  beings,  or  changing  in  relations  to  those  already  in  existence,  bring¬ 
ing  to  light  new  facts  and  new  matters  proper  to  be  ..entioned.  Under  ail  these  cir¬ 
cumstances  the  author  does  not  claim  to  present  a  work  free  from  imperfections.  He 
does  claim,  however,  to  have  used  all  his  industry,  sagacity  and  care,  and  to  have 
spared  no  3a  bor  or  exuense  to  render  the  memorials  as  full  and  as  accurate  as  possible. 
And  it  is  probable  that  they  are  in  the  main,  nearly  correct.  As  many  other  matters 
press  upon  him,  requiring  attention  he  feels  compelled  to  submit  the  inanuscript  to 
the  printer,  imperfect  though  it  may  be,  rather  than  wait  longer  for  futher  correction 
and  additions.  Those  who  are  not  noticed,  or  whose  familios  ur.a  connections  are  im¬ 
perfectly  given,  or  not  'iven  yt  all,  must  attribute  it,  in  seme  instances  at  least, 
to  the  imperfection  of  the  information  they  have  communicated,  or  to  their  own  entire 
neglect.  They  should  look  kindly  upon  the  author's  labors,  and  not  criticise  too 
harshly,  for  some  of  the  defects  or  blemishes  may  perhaps  be  justly  chargeable  to 
themselves . 

"In  those  Memorials  appear  notices  of  tne  birth  of  many  individuals,  about 
whom  ro records  or  traditions  have  been  discovered  by  us,  by  wnich  their  history,  or 
that  of  their  posterity,  if  any  hove  existed,  could  be  traced.  Some  also  may  have 
been  born  whose  names  are  not  included  with  the  others  of  their  family  here  gi7cn. 
Perhaps,  however,  some  of  these  underscribed  persons,  should  they  see  these  pages, may 
here  find  the  information  by  which  their  own  connection  with  our  original  progenitor, 
or  some  of  his  descendants  or  kindred,  may  be  ascertained.  Vie  most  deeply  regret  that 
our  ancestors  left  so  few  memorials  of  themselves  for  the  gratification  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  their  successors.  Many  facts  and  incidents  of  their  history,  if  now  known, 
would  greatly  interest  us.  They  were,  however,  too  much  employed,  or  aid  not  suffi¬ 
ciently  anticipate  the  desires  of  their  posterity,  to  place  upon  record  o  description 
of  their  persons,  or  of  the  vicissitudes  of  their  lives--the  toils  they  suffered,  the

trials  through  which  they  passed,  or  the  tri'  rnpbs  they  achieved.  These  can  hardly  be 
conceivable  by  us  now ,  and  must  forever  remain  unknown.  The  few  elementary  facts 
which  they  actually  did  leave,  are  fast  fadi'ig  away;  and  the  difficulty  of  ascertain¬ 
ing  them,  always  great,  is  constantly  increasing.  V/o  have  endeavored  to  gather  up  a 
few  fragments  of  their  history  existing  in  the  various  sources  of  information  here 
indicated,  fully  believing  that  the  work  nas  already  been  delayed  too  long,  and  if 
not  done  soon  will  be  impossible  to  bo  done  at  all.  Wo  have  arranged  the  information 
in  a  systematic  and  enduring  form,  accessible  and  intelligible  to  all.  ’/c  must  earn¬ 
estly  urge  upon  existing  generations  to  spare  thei.’  posterity  this  regret  and  this 
labor,  in  regard  to  themselves.  The  information  existing  in  living  minds  should  now 
be  committed  to  writing,  livery  branch  of  the  family,  and  all  persons  of  the  name, 
ota.  Choir  kindred  of  other  names,  before  it  is  too  late,  should  gather  up  the  events 
of  tneir  own  history,  and  trace  out  and  ascertain^  as  far  as  possible,  their  precise 
connection  and  relationship  to  some  individual  mentioned  in  these  Memorials.  Such 
additional  facts,  inci  lonts  and  traditions  relating  to  any  person,  as  may  be  known » 
odd  arc  worthy  of  preservation,  should  be  carefully  written  out.  And  this  history 
should  be  continued  onward,  year  after  y^ar,  from  one  g.neration  to  another,  ^ach 
one  of  us  should  consider  it  a  sacred  duty  to  Corn  this  labor.  It  is  due  to  ciir 
ancestors,  and  to  our  posterity.  Those  who  come  after  us  will  hold  us  responsible 
for  its  discharge.  Difference  in  wealth  and  social  position,  or  any  disrespect  we 

may  entertain  from  any  cause  towards  any  one,  will  net  excuse  us.  Let  us  leave  to 

our  kindred  and  to  our  descendants  a  memorial  '-f  our  own  existence,  and  an  example 
worthy  of  imitation.  What  legacy  could  we  transmit  tc  our  children  and  our  childrens 
children  which  they  would  more  hi^ily  prize?" 

The  above  is  a  copy  of  part  of  the  Introduction  written  by  Lemuel  3hattuck  in 
the  year  1855  for  his  book  entitled,  "Memorials  of  the  Descendants  of  '.'Jilliaui  Shattuck 
The  Progenitor  of  the  families  in  America  That  Have  Berne  His  Nome";  printed  by  Dutton

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As  it  is  stated  in  the  Introduction,  this  t,p&  of  material  is  gathered  by 
personal  inquiry  and  by  or  el  com  .unicat  ions ,  as  well  at  from  information  in  tne 
public  records.  *'hen  it  was  possible  to  do  so,  ,.x.  Tarble  checked  the  information 
he  was  given  in  oral  and  written  corimuniaations  by  the  public  records  and  by  inquiry 
of  other  individuals  who  would  have  a  creditable  knowledge  of  the  facts.  When  his 
daughter,  LIrs.  Betty  L.  Turner,  took  the  facts  from  his  4’iles  to  put  them  in  book 
form  much  of  the  information  was  checked  again  for  err  rs  and  omissions.  It  would, 
therefore,  be  true  to  say  that  the  author,  Hr.  Tarble  and  nis  daughter,  Mrs.  Turner, 
have  given  much  attention  and  consideration  to  presenting  a  work  as  free  from 
imperfections  as  possible. 

In  this  work  the  author  did  not  attempt  to  go  tr  the  records  f<  und  in 
libraries  and  etc  and  do  research  on  his  family  to  find  the  ancestors  which  wore  net 
known  to  him.  Instead,  ho  started  with  the)  eldest  known  ancestor  and  traced  nis 
descendants  forward  tr>  the  present  date,  at  some  later  date  it  was  the  hope  of 
both  Mr.  Tarble  and  his  daughter  to  bo  able  t  research  the  ancestory  of  Nicholas 
Bean  and  his  wife  Anno.

'’State  of  Illinois 
Clark  County 

On  the  22nd  day  of  April  AD  1833  personally  appeared  in  open  court  before  the 
Circuit  Court  now  sitting  and  for  the  county  of  -Clark  and  State  of  Illinois, 
Nicholas  Bean,  a  resident  of  the  above  county  and  state  above  named,  aged  seventy 
three  years,  who  being  first  duly  sworn  according  to  law,  doth  on  his  oath  make 
the  following  declaration  in  order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
passed  on  the  7th  day  of  June  AD  I832  relative  to  the  surviving  officers  and  sold¬ 
iers  of  the  Revolution--  That  is  to  say  —  I,  Nicholas  Bean  was  born  on  the  16th 
day  of  March  AD  1760  in  the  county  of  Bucks  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  't/  first 
service  was  rendered  as  a  drafted  militiaman.  1  cannot  say  at  precisly  what  time 
I  was  drafted  but  I  well  remember  that  it  was  a  few  days  (blank  space)  the  Battle 
of  (blank  space  in  record).  I  was  first  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Lacy.  I  was 

rendesvoused  at  Trenton  in  the  state  of  New  Jersey.  Our  Lieutenant  was  one  - 

Drake.  At  Trenton  I  think  the  whole  was  under  the  command  of  Col.  Bull - . 
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"I  was  in  the  fifth  Penn  Regiment  of  militia.  From  Trenton  we  marched  to  -:unboy , 
by  way  of  Burnswick  and  Elizabeth.  I  was  drafted  for  6  months  in  the  militia,  but 
before  my  time  had  expired  I  enlisted  in  Col.  Lee’s  Regiment  of  Light  Dragoons 
under  one  Major  Rose.  I  enlisted  at  Elizabethtown  in  the  state  of  New  Jersey. 

From  Elizabeth  we  marched  to  Lancaster,  Fenn  where  we  wintered.  Some  time  in  March 
I  think' it  was,  we  left  Lancaster,  Penn  in  order  to  join  General  Green  in  tne 

south.  We  crossed  the  susquehana  River  12  miles  from  Lancaster;  thence  to  York- 

town,  Penn;  thence  to  Fredericksburg,  Maryland;  thence  to  the  Potomac  River  which 
we  crossed  at  Nolan’s  or  Nolin’s  Ferry;  thence  to  Orange  Courthouse,  Virgina; 
thence  to  Guilford  Courthouse,  North  Carolina  where  we  arrived  about  three  weeks 
after  the  battle  fought  at  that  place  between  the  Americans  -and  the  British 
armies.  (Battle  of  Guilford  Courthouse  was  15  Mar  1781.-  Ed) 
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"I  served  two  years  as  an  enlisted  Dragoon  under  Col.  or  G<  i  Lee  and  nearly 

six  months  in  the  militia  for  which  I  have  never  been  paid  one  cent.  I  also  was 

one  of  the  wagoners  that  wont  to  Rhode  Island  to  brin^  the  French  bagagt  and  fer 
eight  days  and  nights  with  Very  little  rest  I  hauled  timber  to  assist  in  building 
and  repairing  the  entrenchments  at  and  during  the  seige  of  York  in  Virginia, 
all  my  service  as  wagoner  I  was  paid  by  the  United  3tates--I  had  ferg  tten  1  say 
that  we  went  from  Guilford  Courthouse  to  Fort  96  by  the  w?v  of  Salisbury;  thence 
to  Charlotte  in  Mecklinburg  county,  North  Carolina;  then  crossed  the  Saluda  River 
and  thence  to  Fort  96  where  we  found  General  Green,  lifter  staying  f  ur  or  five 
weeks  vie  were  compelled  to  abandon  (Fort)  96  by  Lord  Rewdon  wno  was  sent  for  that 
purpose  from  Charleston,  South  Carolina. 
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"Those  of  us  whose  time  hod  expired  ’•.ere  marched  t<  Lancaster,  Penn  where  l  was 
discharged  and  then  1  returned  home  to  Bucks  county,  Penn.  1  ’o  hereby 

relinquish  every  claim  to  a  pension  or  annuity  except  the  present  and  1  declare 
that  my  name  is  not  on  the  pension  role  of  the  Agency  of  any  state. 
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The  court  then  propounded  the  following  interogations  to  the  above  named 
applicant  to  wit-- 

Q,  1st  Where  and  in  what  year  we  re  you  bom?

For  a  number  of  years  in  North  Carolina  and  now  I  reside  in  the  county  of 
Clark  and  in  the  state  of  Illinois. 

How  were  you  called  into  service;  were  you  drafted,  did  you  volunteer  or 
were  you  a  substitute  and  if  a  substitute  for  whom?

That  he  is  well  acquainted  with  the  declarant,  Nicholas  Bean,  vmo 
was  raised  about  30  miles  above  Philadelphia  in  Bucks  county  and  was  about  12  or 
14  years  old  when  I  first  became  acquainted  with  him  which  was  in  the  year  1775  or 
6.  He  the  said  Bean  was  only  a  private  and  belonged  to  Capt «  Phillip  Hinkles  com¬ 
pany;  said  Hinxle  being  a  blacksmith  to  tne  army  having  under  his  command  as  many 
men  as  he  deemed  necessary,  set  up  shop  whenever  tne  army  stopped  and  moved  when 
it  moved.

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"I  George  Smith,  of  the  county  of  Sullivan  and  the  state  of  Indiana,  do  hereby 
certify  that  I  was  well  acquainted  with  Nicholas  Bean  during  the  Revolutionary  War 
and  that  said  Bean  was  in  the  Arm/  of  the  Revolution  as  a  private.  I  believe  said 
Bean  now  lives  in  the  county  of  Clark  and  state  of  Illinois.  Said  Bean  was  born  in 
Pennsly vania  near  Philedelphia-I  think.  Said  Nicholas  Bean  is  at  the  least  seventy 
four  years  of  age.  I  can  not  say  certainly  when  he  entered  ttie  service  of  the 
United  States,  but  when  I  first  knew  him  in  the  service  it  ivas  some  length  of  time, 
but  how  long  I  can  not  say,  after  the  British  took  Philadelphia.  I  can  not  say  hov: 
long  he  was  in  the  service  but  I  knew  him  in  it  for  more  than  one  year  and  I  verily 
believe  he  was  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  for  some  length  of  time  over  and 
above  the  time  that  I  was  acquainted  with  him.  I  was  somewhat  younger  than  said 
Bean  and  the  time  that  I  knew  him,  he,  said  Bean,  under  one  C-pt,  Philip  Hinckle  who 
formerly  lived  in  Pennsylvania.  Said  Bean  left  the  company  to  which  I  and  he  be¬ 
longed  early  in  the  fall  of  that  year  in  which  Lord  Cronwailis  was  taken  at  York. 

He  left  with  the  army  under  General  Washington  but  where  he  went  1  do  not  know  and 
I  did  not  see  him  again  till  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War.

64,  Nicholas  Bean  of  Clark  County,  Illinois  who  was  a  private  in  the  company 
commanded  by  Capt  Lacy  of  the  Regiment  commanded  by  Col.  Bull  was  to  be  paid 
&350.00  which  included  his  back  pay  and  pension. 

The  above  is  a  true  copy  cf  records  secured  from  tne  General  Service  .-.dm.  , 
National  .Archives  and  Records  Service,  Washington,  D.C. 

In  1788  Nicholas  Bean  married  Ann  Wilbourne,  °he  was  born  in  1759  in  North 
Carolina,  possibly  in  Stokes  county.  She  is  said  by  family  tradition  to  have 
been  of  Cherokee  Indian  extraction,  and  descendants  of  ^nn  carry  noticable  Indian 
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features  down  to  the  4th  and  5th  genemt i ons .  No  research  has  been  done  on  tnis 
family  line  as  yet,  and  the  tradition  has  not  been  proved  true  or  false  at  this 
time. 

Some  have  said  that  Nicholas  fought  in  the  war  of  1812,  but  the  General 
Services  Administration,  National  Archives  and  Records  Service  in  Washington  D.G. 
have  net  b  en  able  to  find  record  of  such  service  in  their  pensions  and  bounty- 
land  applications.  Therefore,  this  family  tradition  remains  tradition,  and  is 
not  of  record  in  the  available  sources,  and  the  compiler  has  no  other  information 
on  this  subject. 

Nicholas  Bean  and  part  of  his  family  came  from  North  Carolina  to  Illinois 
about  1829,  and  settled  on  land  in  Parker  Tp,  Clark  county.  It  is  known  f  fact 
that  he'was  here  in- 1833  because  of  the  pension  application  dated  that  yeor. 

Nicholas  Bean  died  on  6  Aug  1838  at  his  home  in  the  community  of  Cleone  in 
Parker  Tp.  It  is  said  that  he  had  chased  the  hogs  out  of  the  corn  field  and  that 
the  exertion  was  too  much  for  him.  He  became  too  hot  and  never  recovered.  He 
was  buried  in  the  Bean  Cemetery.  Ann  his  wife  died  the  following  year,  1839  in 
Clark  county  and  was  buried  beside  her  husband. 

Nicholas  and  Ann  are  known  to  hove  had  2  children  and  probably  others.  They 
ore  all  thougnt  to  have  been  born  in  North  Carolina,  on  or  near  the  Yadkin  River. 
They  were:  (1)  Isaac  Bean;  (2)  Jane  Caroline  Bean;  (3)  probably  George  Washington 
Bean;  and  probably  (4)  James  Bean. 
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Isaac  Bean  and  his  v:ife  Sallie  Miller  Bean 

(1).  Isaac  Bean  was  born  6  Aug  1789  and  was  married  in  North  Carolina  in  1021  to 
Sallie  Miller.  Her  name  is  said  by  some  to  have  been  Salome  Meuller  and  was  later 
Americanized  to  Sallie  Miller.  She  was  born  10  May  1879  in  North  Carolina  and 
was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Miller  and  his  wife  Sallie  Wetzel. 

In  the  early  1830’s  the  Isaac  Bean  family  decided  to  leave  North  Carolina  to 
come  to  Illinois  to  be  near  Isaac’s  parents  who  had  been  in  Illinois  about  five 
years.  They  started  the  long  journey  to  Illinois  by  going  south  into  Georgia, 
where  they  remained  about  three  months.  It  is  assumed  that  they  took  such  a  route 
in  order  to  avoid  as  much  of  the  mountains  as  possible.  Tne  wagons  were  loaded  to 
heavily  and  it  was  necessary  to  lighten  the  load  by  leaving  in  Georgia  a  large 
wooden  chest  that  contained  nice  gifts  and  some  fine  linens  which  were  wedding 
presents.  The  chest  and  its  contents  was  chosen  because  it  was  decided  that  they 
would  be  of  the  least  value  in  the  new  country. 

It  is  not  known  how  long  the  journey  took  or  exactly  when  it  started  other 
than  it  was  in  the  fall  of  the  year.  They  crossed  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  and 
reached  Illinois  in  the  spring  about  I836.  The  trip  was  made  in  a  covered  wagon 
pulled  by  two  horses  named  Shang  and  Lang.  They  lived  to  be  34  and  35  years  old. 

The  Bean  family  came  through  Kentucky  and  on  to  the  Lincoln  Trail.  They  cross 
ed  the  Wabash  River  at  York  and  took  the  York  Road,  as  it  was  the  only  road  then, 
and  continued  on  north  and  west  to  Parker  Township  in  Clark  county  and  settled  on 
section  12. 

Isaac  Bean  was  elected  one  of  the  earliest  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Parker  Tp 
and  remained  in  the  area  all  the  rest  of  his  life.  At  the  time  of  his  death  on 
16  Nov  1882  at  his  home  in  Parker  Tp  he  was  considered  to  be  one  of  the  oldest  men 
in  the  county.  Re  was  in  his  94th  year.  Sallie,  his  wife,  had  died  ab-ut  eight 
years  earlier  on  10  April  1874  also  in  Parker  Tp.  They  wore  buried  in  the  Bean 
Ceaotcry  ^.t  Ciouuo. 

Isaac  and  Sallie  Bean  had  9  children.  All  were  Dorn  in  North  Carolina,  prob. 
in  Stokes  county , except  the  youngest  child  and  he  was  born  in  Clark  county,  Ill. 
They  were:  (6)  John  Bean;  (7)  Ala  Caroline  Bonn;  (3)  Mariah  Elizabeth  Bean;  (9)

(’£>•).  John  Beans.  Little  is  known  of  John.  He  was  probably  born  about  1822 
and  came  to  Illinois  with  his  parents  as  a  boy  of  about  13  years.  While  a  young 
boy  he  worked  on  the  National  Road  which  ’was  the  first  wagon  road  from  Marshall  to 
Casey.  When  he  was  a  little  older  he  took  a  berth  on  a  boat  from  New  York  to  New 
Orleans  and  helped  survey  Louisiana  into  counties.  It  was  very  swampy  and  the 
surveyors  would  have  lost  their  tools  many  t imes  had  John  not  been  such  a  good 
diver.  As  he  moved  from  one  job  to  another  and  one  place  to  anot  ier,  John  never 
returned  to  Clark  county  to  make  his  home.  It  is  said  he  married  in  Chicago  and 
had  a  family,  and  that  ha  and  a  company  left  for  California  in  search  of  Gold  but 
because  of  fever  and  bad  food  he  was  the  only  one  to  survive.  Even  the  horses 
djed  on  the  trail.  He  finally  made  his  way  to  California  by  foot  and  returned  to 
the  east  coast  by  boat  and  hence  to  Illinois. 

According  to' a  newspaper  account  among  old  clippings  of  I.artin  .1.  Tarble’s, 
John  Bean  died  in  Dakota  on  12  Dec  1907  and  left  a  wife  and  four  children.  At  the 
time  of  this  writing  there  has  been  no  record  found  in  proof  of  the  statement. 

There  are  no  other  records  of  this  family.

On  19  »pr 
1869  in  Clark  co  he  married  Laura  Jannette  Connelly,  She  was  torn  about  1846  in 
I',  -ker  Tp  and  was  the  daughter  of  Josiah  V/asJiington  Connelly  and  jiis  wife  Polly 
Aldula  Hammond.  They  were  divorced  and  nad  no  children.  Laura  Janneite  Connolly 
was  married  first  to  Marquis  de  Lafayette  Hiller  in  1664.  They  had  one  child,  Lillie 
and  she  died  in  about  186  £.  Pull  information  will  be  found  in  tne  section  on  the 
Conrse] ly  family. 

Ala  Caroline  Bean  died  in  Parker  bp  on  12  Nov  I85I  and  was  buried  in  the  Bean 
Cemetery  at  Cleone.

His  life  v»a:  difficult 
after  the  death  of  his  mother  and  as  soon  as  he  was  big  enough  to  take  care  of  him 
self  he  left  home  to  seek  his  fortune.  He  worked  at  odd  jobs  and  finally  made  his 
way  to  the  west  where  he  worked  with  the  cattle  drives  along  the  old  Chisholm  Trail 
through  Kansas  and  Oklahoma.  He  stayed  in  Kansas  and  was  probably  married  there  in 
1877  to  Sarah  A.  Howard.  She  was  born  11  April  1359  in  Chattanooga,  Tonn 

In  1881  Clark  and  Sarah  went  to  New  Mexico  and  settled  on  a  ranch  outside 
Silver  City,  New  Mexico.  '-They  called  their  ranch  Lone  Mountain.  Tnis  was  their 
homo  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

Clark  Rodgers  died  on  9  Mar  1934  in  Las  Vegas,  New  Mexico  and  was  buried  in 
xhe  Masonic  Cemetery  in  °ilvor  City,  New  Mexico.

Margaret  Bean,  the  eighth  child  of  Isaac  Bean  and  Sallie  Miller  was  born 
16  Nov  1835-  She  came  with  the  family  to  Illinois  from  North  Carolina  as  -a  small 
cnild  and  grew  to  young  womanhood  in  the  Cleone  community.  When  she  was  19  years  of 
age,  on  25  Mar  1855  in  Clark  county  she  married  Frederick  .ilanscn  Hammond.  He  was 
born  29  June  1931  in  Mount  Holly,  Vermont  and  was  the  som  of  ->lanscn  Parker  Hammond 
and  his  wife  Sallie  Tarbell.

(13) .  Sarah  Bean, the  seventh  child  of  Isaac  and  Sallie  Bonn  was  born  24  Hovl833 
on  or  near  the  Yadkin  River,  probably  in  Stokes  county,  North  Carolina,  and  was  to 
live  to  be  near  106  years  of  age.  She  was  just  a  tot  when  the  long  trip  from  North 
Carolina  to  Illinois  was  started.  The  wagon  was  drawn  by  two  horses,  °hong  and  Lang 
and  the  movement  of  the  wagon  made  Sarah  sick.  To  avoid  the  sickness,  her  mother 
walked  behind  the  wagon  and  carried  her  a  great  deal  of  the  ti  9.  They  come  through 
Kentucky  and  onto  the  Lincoln  Trail.  ihe  Wabash  River  was  crossed  at  York,  Ill  on 
the  ferry  and  then  they  continued  up  the  old  York  Read  and  on  to  Parker  Tp  to  the 
community  of  Cleone.  There  her  f atnur ,  Isaac  Bean  settled  on  land  in  section  12 
in  Clerk  county. 

The  first  school  the  Bean  children  went  to  was  a  subscription  school,  "iter 
when  the  schools  were  supported  by  taxation  they  went  to  free  schools.  Their  father 
had  to  blaze  the  trees  so  that  they  could  find  their  way  through  the  dense  woods. 
Sarah  did  not  get  to  go  to  school  very  much  and  only  nad  one  bock  of  her  very  own,  a 
speller.  The  teacher  ha  d  a  12-y-cent  piece  with  a  hole  punched  in  it  and  with  a  piece 
of  string  in  the  hole  so  that  0  pupil  could  hang  it  around  his  neck-  The  one 
who  finished  at  the  head  of  the  class  each  day  could  wear  the  coin  home  and  keep  it 
over  night,  and  the  one  who  finished  first  the  most  times  during  the  year  could  keep 
the  coin.  Sarah  was  the  one  who  could  keep  tiie  coin  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  she 
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bought  a  book  with  the  coin. 

The  clothing  the  children  wore  was  made  at  home.  Their  mother,  ^nn,  wove  the 
cloth  and  made  the  dresses  and  pants  and  shirts,  and  their  father  made  their  boots 
and  shoes,  nil  the  childr  n  were  taught  to  spin. 

The  following  is  one  of  the  stories  told  of  the  early  days  in  Illinois.  There 
were  lots  of  deers  in  the  woods  around  their  home,  and  one  day  Sarah  followed  her 
brother  hndrew--he  was  10  and  she  was  8--into  the  woods  and  their  dog,  "Nig"  scared 

up  three  deer  and  gave  chase.  He  was  able  to  catch  one  uni  hang  on  to  its  hind  leg. 

It  could  not  run  as  swiftly  as  the  others  because  it  liad  been  wounded  at  some  other 
time  and  was  crippled.  The  children  killed  the  deer  and  later  it  was  skinned  and 
taken  home.  Fine  venison  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

Sarah’s  older  brother,  Isaac  Newton,  called  Newt,  was  out  hunting  wild  turkeys 
and  bagged  three.  On  the  way  back  to  the  form  he  found  two  fawns.  He  brought  them 

home  and  gave  them  cows  milk.  The  Beans  were  the  only  family  in  the  neighborhood  who 

had  a  cow.  One  of  the  fawns  was  too  weak  to  recover,  but  the  other  took  the  milk  and 
lived.  He  was  raised  as  a  pet  and  was  named,  Taylor;  probably  for  the  hero  of  the 
VJar  with  Mexico,  Zachary  Taylor.  Taylor,  the  deer  grew  up  and  brought  much  happiness 
to  the  Bean  children,  but  soon  became  the  neighborhood  pest  by  getting  into  gardens 
and  fields  at  night  and  destroying  the  crops.  It  was  finally  necessary  to  do  away 
with  Taylor,  and  the  hearts  of  all  the  children  were  much  distressed  and  Sarah  cried. 

Sarah’s  father,  Isaac,  was  very  interested  in  the  happenings  of  the  nation  an", 
took  a  newspaper.  It  was  printed  in  Charleston  in  Coles  county,  and  was  the  only  one 
in  the  area  at  that  time.  The  newspaper  would  be  dropped  off  at  their  farm  by  the 
stage  coach  driver,  or  sometimes  it  was  necessary  for  someone  to  go  by  horseback  to 
the  post  office  at  Richwoods  and  pick  it  up. 

Sarah  was-"quite  y-ounra when  she  first  remembered  going  with  her  father  to  iM_rt- 
insville.  They  traveled  in  a  surry  and  carried  a  wash  tub  full  of  eggs  to  market. 
They  were  sold  for  5#  per  dozen  to  the  store  keeper,  B^b  Donalds.  His  store,  on  Mc- 
Nary ' s  corner  was  the  only  one  in  town.  There  was  nothing  but  green  coffee  in  those 
days  and  families  tapped  trees  and  made  their  own  sugar. 

When  Sarah’s  older  brothers  went  to  California  to  search  for  gold,  she  and  her 
sister,  Margaret ,  did  the  work.  They  bound  five  acres  of  wheat  into  sheaves.  Their 
father  hauled  the  wheat  to  Chicago  in  a  wagon.  But  first  it  had  to  be  tramped  out 
by  the  horses  and  then  fanned  out  with  a  sheet.  Later  her  father  bought  a  fan  mill 
that  was  turned  by  a  crank.  The  trip  to  Chicago  took  about  two  weeks  and  Mr.  Bean 
brought  home  some  muslin  and  some  bolted  flour.  He  also  brought  salt  from  the  city. 

In  Clark  county,  probably  at  the  family  residence  in  Parker  Tp,  on  1  ^»pr  1852 
Sarah  married  Michael  Ulrey.  He  was  born  29  Jan  1830  in  Gambier,  Ohio  and  was  the 
son  of  Daniel  B.  Ulrey  and  his  wife  Polly  Harrod. 

Michael’s  father,  Daniel  B.  Ulrey  was  born  in  179?  in  Penn  and  died  in  Jul  1859 
in  Clark  county.  Michael’s  mother,  Polly  Harrod  was  born  1798  in  Penn  and  died  in 
Oct  1862  in  Clark  county.  Daniel  and  Polly  Ulrey  came  from  Penn  to  Ohio  in  1820  and 
to  Clark  county,  Illinois  in  1849  where  they  bought  land  in  Parker  Tp.  .»u.at  Sarah 
and  Uncle  Mike  went  to  housekeeping  on  a  part  of  the  farm.  They  built  a  small  house 
and  riunt  Sarah  built  a  chimney  for  the  fireplace.  The  chimney  was  used  as  s.ae  built 
it  for  seven  years.  Later,  in  I863,  the  Ulreys  sold  the  farm  in  Parker  Tp  and  bought 
a  farm  southeast  of  Martinsville  and  built  a  house  on  it.  This  was  the  farm  that 
was  called  the  home  place,  for  it  was  here  that  the  children  grew  up.

"I  went  to  see  my  cousin,  Sallie  (Pence)  and  sister  Alice  (Tarble  Mathes)  who 
is  living  with  Sallie  at  the  same  place,  but  not  the  same  house  where  Aunt  Mag  (Houser 
used  to  visit  our  grandmother ,  Mnriah  Bean  Tarble. 

"Each  of  the  girls  reiterated  that  Aunt  Mag  came  and  stayed  with  grandmother  A 
wove  carpets  and  woolen  material.  Sallie  said  that  she  had  a  little  skirt,  oven  now, 
that  Aunt  Mag  wove  while  here  (in  Ill).  It  has  been  so  long  a-;o  and  each  girl  was 
rather  young  when  it  was  all  going  on.  They  still  thought  that  there  was  some  blood 
relationship  betvjeen  Aunt  Mag  and  grandr.cther . 

"This  had  to  be  sometime  around  1390  or  maybe  some  time  before  or  after.  My 
grendmo ther  died  in  13 98. 

"1(7  cousin  said  tnc  younger  ones  always  called  her  *Aunt"  Mag. 

"It  (the  other  family)  would  just  about  have  to  be  a  Miller,  a  Wilbourne  or  a 
Wetzel  or  maybe  a  mother  of  one  of  these. 

"Nicholas  Bean  was  from  Bucks  co,  Penn.  Ann  Wilbourno  is  said  to  have  been 
part  Cherokee  indian.  The  Miller  name  is  said  to  have  indicated  German  descent  and 
Wetzels  are  said  to  have  been  Dutch.  Lew  Wetzel,  the  Indian  fighter  is  supposed  to 
have  been  a  cousin  of  Mnriah,  maybe  once  or  twice  removed  from  first  cousins." 

From  letters  to  Mr.  Tarble  from  Raymond  Ridgloy,  811  Tent.n  Street,  Tampa,  Fla 
we  get  the  following  information.  No  researen  has  been  done. 

"tfy  grandmother,  Paulina  Houser,  as  a  little  mirl  came  from  Grabapple,  Ky  to 
Hope,  Ind.  Later  she  married  Samuel  Cummings.  Gertrude  Cummings  v:as  their  old  maid 
daughter.  Aunt  Mag  Houser  was  an  old  maid  sister  of  Paulina.  Gertie  Cummings  stayed 
nights  with  Aunt  Mag  until  Aunt  Mag’s  death.  She  wove  carpets  for  a  living  and  died 
somewhere  during  the  1390’ s. 

"There  were  only  two  sisters,  Paulina  and  Mag.  They  came  from  North  Carolina 
to  Grabapple,  Ky  and  then  on  to  Hope,  Indiana." 

Paulina  Houser  married  Samuel  Cummings,  a  butcher.  Tney  lived  in  Hope,  Ind  £ 
had  at  least  7  children- -Teenn ;  Samantha;  Mag;  Laura;  Brooke;  Gertrude,  called  'Gertie; 
who  died  in  early  1940’ s;  and  Daisy  Cummings. 

Laura  Cummings  married  Mr.  Rigdlcy  and  had  at  leaet2  sons --Raymond  and  Noble. 
They  both  lived  in  Hope,  Ind.  There  is  seme  com;. action  with  someone  who  lived  in' 

Indianapolis,  but  no  relationship  has  been  estnblisned.

The  story 
of  his  death  is  told  in  a  newspaper  write-up  concerning  his  sister,  Sarah  BeanUlrey, 
on  her  100th  birthday.  It  indicates  that  he  wanted  to  join  the  gold  rush  ar.d  went  to 
New  York  to  take  a  berth  on  a  boat  to  California.  The  boot  was  so  cr  wood  ha  c<uld 
not  go.  It  is  assumed  that  he  returned  home  to  Ill  and  took  a  bad  fever.  The  doctor 
bled  and  blistered  him  as  was  the  way  of  treatment  in  those  d<ays,  but  he  died  cn  18 

Apr  1849,  aged  18  years  and  2  months .  Me  is  buried  in  the  Bean  Cemetery.

According  to  some  sources,  John  Bean  had  considerable  land  holdings  near  the 
Black  Hills  in  South  Dakota.  He  was  a  farmer  and  stockman.  Me  is  said  to  have  had

adds  in  tie  "Tersonals"  in  several  large  newspapers  in  the  Black  Mills  area.  Although 
he  received  several  replies,  none  were  descendants  of  this  John  Bean.

His  description  at  the  time  of  enlistment  was  as  foil  avs:  5ft  9o  in  tal],  fair 
complexioned ,  blue  eyes,  and  brown  hair.  The  record  stated  that  after  leaving  the  army 
he  lived  in  New  Mexico  and  Alaska  and  vxjrked  as  n  rancher  and  miner.  He  received  a 
pension  for  his  service  in  the  army  for  partial  disability  because  of  b^d  eyesight. 

His  application  for  pension  under  Act  of  Congress  of  2  Jun  1930  was  dated  at  Fort 
Bayard,  New  Mexico  on  7  Aug  1930.  He  died  of  generalized  arterioseterosis  at  home  in 
Mariposa,  California.

She  would 
have  been  born  about  1865*  The  only  reason  any  research  was  done  on  the  Kemper  line 
was  to  establish,  if  possible,  the  parentage  of  Mary  3.  Kemper* 

There  is  a  possibility,  but  no  proof,  that  George  Kemper  and  George  W.  temper 
are  the  same  person.  If  it  is  true,  he  married  at  least  3  times. 

'•George  W.  Kemper  and  Eliza  Carlin  both  of  age  were  married  20  Sep  1357  in 
Marshall,  Ill  by  N.  Willard,  JP."  "George  W.  Kemper  and  Martha  E.  Freese,  both  of 
lawful  age,  were  married  in  Marshall,  Ill  by  Thomas  J.  Johnson,  JP  on  11  May  1878." 
Tnero  would  be  sufficient  time  between  the  marriage  in  1857  and  the  marriage  in  1378 
for  a  thi~d  marriage  of  which  Mary  E.  Kemper  could  have  been  a  child. 

The  research  was  restricted  to  marriage  records  in  Clark  and  Edgar  counties.
